Claim 14 (original): The method of claim 13 wherein said call setup means requests that 
said VoIP gateway establish at least one of said voice call links. 

Claim 15 (original); The method of claimiM wherein said VoIP gateway establishes said 
at least one IP link to respective ones of said voice call participants. 

Claim 16 (original): The method of claim 145 wherein an IP link established to said first 
chat participant uses said IP address of said first chat participant maintained at said VoIP 
gateway. 
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Claim 17 (original): The method of claim 16 Wherein at least one of said voice call links 
sought to be established to one of said voice call participants is a Public Switched 
Telephone Network (PSTN) link. 



Claim 18 (original): The method of claim 17 wherein at least one of said PSTN links is 
unavailable for establishing a PSTN link, the method ftirther comprising 

determining if the subscriber line pormon of said unavailable PSTN link is in 
current use in an Intemet session through a respeetive ISP access server. 
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forwarding said call to a network node having access to said Internet session 
indicating the arrival of an incoming w)ice call. 

Claim 19 (original): The method of cl^m 18 wherein said network node is said 
respective ISP access server. 

Claim 20 (original): The method of claim 18 wherein said network node is a VoIP 
gateway having current IP address information for the voice call participant whose 
subscriber line is in current use in said Internet session. 



Claim 21 (original): The method of claim 18 wherein said determining is performed by 
reference to online status information stored at a network database. 



Claim 22 (original): The method of claim 21\wherein said network database is 
maintained at said VoIP gateway. 
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
